AN EX-GOVERNOR'S REMINISCENCES, 


BY SIR HUBERT JERNINGHAM, 


Tt is not often. that an‘ ex-governor writes his 
reminiscences, But Sir, Hubert Jerninghain 
shows us that he could, if He would, and that 
they would be well worth ‘reading, The 
“ Empire Review” has induced him to write a 
sketch of Honduras avd Mauritias, The former

somehow or other had to understand and speak 
pene Jointly with the work they had: to per- 
orm, : 

Nouns of course impressed themselves first 
upon their memory, and there being no neces- 
sity to link them or to qualify them, the Creole 
‘Patois " knows’ neither the article nor ‘the 
adjective.

Robert Morier urged upon theirpredecessors the 
opportunity of securing it to tie Empire, but 
rather ta point aut that even ina storm such 
as’ the unprecedented. one which then well- 
nigh altogether wiecked the old He de France, 
t'e winds were ‘not without their touch of 
irony, ind that even the great tragedy was 
relieved by unwilling comedy. - : 

On this occasion be'elements. showed parti 
ality to the' Mohamedans, who not only: es- 
caped from hurt but became the hope of the 
istind, inasmuch as rice, the staple food of the 
-people, was in their pranaries, and the granaries 
were untouched. “The lane had occurred 
ona Friday, and the blick-letter day, to the 
Christian population, became a ted-letter Friday 
in the Mohamedan calendar. ne 

The blasts reached a velocity of 121 miles an 
hour .or a.pressuve of 67th.
